THE POPULATION OF RUSSIA 
First of All White Races in Numbers 
—Agriculture Leading Occupation. 

We gather from the “Russian Year 
Book” that on Jan. 1, 1910, the popu- 
lation of Russia amounted to 160,748,- 
400, and, together with the Finnish 
provinces, the total population am- 
ounted to 163,778,800 people. In thir- 
teen and a half years, from the Au- 
tumn of 1887 to January, 1911, tn 
spite of war, cholera and famine, the 
Russian population has increased by 
33,199,000 souls—-an annual growth of 
2,732,000. In point of numbers Rus- 
sia is first of all the white races. 

The vast population,is,not entirely 
of Russian race; the empire counts 
10 per cent, of Tartars, 6 per cent. of 
Poles, and a considerable number of 
Lithuanians, Letts, Finns and Jews. 
In territorial extent Russia is the 
largest country in the world. It is 
forty four times as big as France. 

Three-quarters of the population 
are, it is said, engaged in agriculture, 
10 per cent. in various industries, 4.6 
per cent. in private service, 3.8 per 
cent. in trade. All other occupations 
do not engage more than 7.5 per cent. 

Although {1 Russia agriculture {s 
generally the predominating occupa- 
tion, the largest proportion of people 
employed in this pursuit is found in 
Central Asia, about 83 per cent.; the 
second place is taken by Siberia, over 
80 per cent.; followed by the Cau- 
casus, about 79 per cent. and Poland, 
with only 56.6 per cent. On the other 
hand, industrial pursuits, mining in- 
dustries, etc., are more developed in 
Poland, which engage 15.4 per cent 
of the population employed; then 
come: European Russia, about 10 per 
cent., the last place being taken by 
the Causasus and Central Asia.— 
Westminster Gazette.

TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND 


Canada Sending Many Manufactures 
and Buying Much Butter. 

Imports from Canada into New 
Zealand during the year 1911 were 
$108,200 in excess of those for 1910, 
says Mr. W A. Beddoe, Canadian 
Trade Commissioner, writing from 
Auckland on Feb 16th to the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, There 
may be some variation in the figures, | 
hut they will be larger, not smaller, 
when all returns are in. Articles im- 
ported from Canada during the last 
quarter—October, Novemver and De- 
cember, 1911—had a value of $461,- 
505, and covered 107 items, of which 
42 wore entitled to preferential treat- 
ment. As to the remainder, agricul- 
tural implements and plain and barb- 
ed wire, of which large quantities 
were imported, enter free. The pre- 
ference affects those articles, such as 
paper, fish and furniture. 


The feature of the season, Mr. Bed- 
doe adds, has been the rapid growth 
of the export of butter from New 
Zealand to Vancouver. This trade 
has exceeded the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of the merchants, their re- 
sources having been taxed to the ut- 
most to meet the great demand from 
the Canddian market. Up to this 
time last season only 2,958 boxes of 
butter had been sent to Vancouver, 
whereas the total for this season 
stands at 19,926 boxes.

The First Savings Bank. 

The hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the first savings bank of 
the modern type was celebrated last 
year, The founder was a Presbyteri- 
an village pastor. The minister of 
a church at Ruthwell, Scotland, dis- 
tressed at seeing the wastefulness of 
the laboring people in his parish, of- 
fered in the year 1810 to pay 5 per 
cent. interest to anybody who would 
leave savirgs with him. 

The minister, the Rev. Henry Dun- 
can, had the financial genius to make 
a go of his original project, and he 
was able a few years later to record 
{n a pamphlet on “A Parish Savings 
Bank’ a very remarkable betterment 
of economic conditions in his nelgh- 
borhood—less drinking and more 
thrift. The pamphlet attracted wide 
attention, the experiment was initlat- 
ed elsewhere, and the vast savings- 
bank system of the civilized world 
has sprung from his root. The town | 
of Ruthwell felt it owed so much to 
Mr. Duncan that in the year 1846 it

THE SCIENTIFIC VALUE| 


SCOTT EXPEDITION ADDS TO 
KNOWLEDGE OF ONTARCTIC 


A Thorough Study Made of Condi 
tions in The Great South Polar Re- 
glone—Numerous Motion Picture 
Filme Made, Showing Life in The 
Far South. 


Akaroa—The following is a sum- 
mary of the scientific work of the 
Scott expedition: 

The general plan arranged for the 
scientific work of the expedition has 
been carried out so far almost en- 
tirely, Self registering meteorolog- 
{cal instruments have given a con- 
tinuous record pf {he pressure of 
temperature, wind, velocity, and dir- 
ection and these have been checked 
every 4 hours by eye observations, 
The upper atmosphere has been in- 
vestigated by means of small balloons 
which have shown the direction of 
upper currents to a height of 6 miles 
and the temperature up to 5 miles. 

An almost unbroken record of mag- 
netic elements has been obtained 
and absolute magnetic observations 
have been made every week. Self 
registered magnetic instruments were 
installed in a room excavated in the 
aide of a small glacier. This elim- 
inated changes of temperature, which 
are a serious cause of error in this 
class of work, All the winter the 
aurora was observed every hour but 
very few brilliant displays ocurred. 
Atmospheric electricity has also been 
studied and ice work physiography 
afforded .mugh field work. Vexed 
problems regarding the origin of Al- 
pine topography, yeeen Europe and 
other temperate regions were under- 
going the ice age, are being studied 
in the examples offered by retreating 


glaciers in Victoria Land where the!

Every 
phase of seal, penguin, and Skua gull 
life has been thus illustrated. Some 
remarkable cinematograph films have 
heen secured showing for the first 
time the Killer-whale, the wolf of the 
seas, in its native element.

Text of the Lesson, Mark Ii, 23 to Iil, 
6—Memory Verses, 27, 28—Golden 
Text, Mark ii, 27—-Commentary

‘The record of today’s lesson, two 

Sabbath day incidents, the disciples 

plucking corn and a withered hand 

in the synagogue, is found 
in Matt. xif and Luke vi, as well as 
in Mark, so that it must concern Him 
not only as the Jewish King rejected, 
but also as the perfect servant, and 
as the Son of Man, to whom all 
things will yet be subdued. To un- 
dorstand Him and His words and 
works We must consider His as Na- 
thaniel spoke of Him, “the Son of 

God, the King of Israel” (John i, 49), 

us “the King of the Jews” whom the 

Wise men sought (Matt. ii, 2), and 

as the “Wonderful, Counselor, the 

Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, 

the Prince of Peace, who will yet 

sit upon the throne of David and 
whose kingdom shall know no end” 

(Isa. ix, 6, 7; Luke |, 32, 33), The 

late Dr. Weston in his “Genesie of 

the New Testament” says that the 

Jewish Sabbath was the one peculiar 

and distinctive ordinance of the na- 

tion, Other nations practiced cir- 
cumcision and had temples, offered 
sacrifices and performed religious 
rites, but the Sabbath was the Jew- 
ish national flag. In it they clainred
